A BENGALEE SCHOOL. 

{The following is extra¢ed from an account, in the Lon- 
don Missionary Regiter, of the examination of the Cen- 
tral School in Burdwin, under the Superintendence of 
Mr. Perowre, Churel Missionary ] 

The First Class o' Mr. Perowne’s Boys were 
| examined in Bengale. The book used was the 
| Pilgrim’s Progress, \ranslated by Mr. Felix Ca- 
| rey: it was very peasing to observe that the 
| language was well wderstood by them; for the 

style is difficult, abanding in Sanserit forms, 
| which could not havebeen familiar to them, ex- 

cept the Pundit had ken great pains. Mr. Pe- 

owes ieee thinks i$ important that the learn- 
| ing of English shouldnot interfere with their at- 
| tention to Bengulee; s great proficiency in their 

own native language seems essential to the use- 
ful application of anyforeign tongue. This fine 
class of boys, eight in number, were next moro- 
ing examined in ENGLSH—their performance was 
highly crecitable. 

‘They first repeatee hymns. Mr. Perowne’s 
habit is to leave the selection of the hymns to 
| themselves. Each bey repeated, in succession, 
| ahymn of piece of yoetry; and afterwards ex- 
| plained the words, ancgave a satisfactory account 
| of thei, ages used, the sense conveyed by them, 

and the truths enfored. We were much de- 

lighted with this pad of the examination. It 
was quite evident tht their minds were stored 
with the knowledge d Divine ‘Truth, and there 
wasa tone ofsolid ard intelligent consideration 
of what they were engaged in, which gave us the 
best hope of their future progress. James, the

“TT fully aceord wth you in the comparative 
importance of Hom Missions. I have long set 
down the object of ths Society as second to none 
now before the chuthes. ‘The question ts, not 
whether we shall act—but when and in what way 
can we act most efligently.” 

I believe, Messrs. Editors, it is now generally 
conceded that the cause of Foreign Missions it- 
self requires a more strenuous and systematic ef- 
fort in behalf of Home Missions than has beer 

made for sowe years past. ‘The individual who 
neglects his own affaus; cannot be safely trusted 
to manage the affairs o/ others. He that provides 
| not for his own, will not long continue to provide 
| forother families. And, the community that neg- 
| lects its own members, will ere long lose the abil- 
ity, even if it retains ihe disposition to assist the 
menibers of other communities. Let the ehureh- 
esof Massachusetts werlook their own desola- 
tions, and it will be but a little while ere they 
cease to sigh over still wider desotations; and 
even belore they cease to sigh, they will lose the 
| power of extending aid to those that lie beyond 
their borders.

And if this were 
made a matter of calculation, as beyond a doubt 
it ought to be, as much as suitable provision for 
hisown household, there would never be a time, 
when a minister or agent could feel it imperti- 


fessedly important. Further; 

Ifevery church were an organized missionary 
society—if they would follow up the original de- 
sign of their formation, and regard themselves as 
hound by the vows that are already upon them, 
to co-operate with each other and with their sis- 
ter churches, in extending the kingdom of Christ 
hy their alms as well as their prayers, many of 
the difficulties that now lie inthe way of their 
efficient acting would be removed. ‘Che church 
is essentially a benevolent society, wherever it 
exists. Its members are already bound to do all 
that in them lies, not only to preserve, but to ex- 
tend the kingdom of Christ.

OBITUARY.

Died at Giloucester Nov, 24, Jonww Rogers 
Esq. aged 79. (The following notice is extract- 
ed from the address of Rev. Mr. Hildreth, de- 
livered at the funeral of the deceased. ) 

Mr. Rogers as is generally known, was a na- 
tive of this town, and the eldest son ot the late 
veneiable and respected minister of the Fourth 
Parish 
ly age, and was entered at Harvard in his fif- 
teenth year, where he received his first degree 
in 1767. 

Un leaving college, he engaged in the instruc- 
tion of youth. To this important profession he 
devoted himself, for more than filty years; of 
which more than forty were spent in this place. 
I am now speaking to parents and their children 
who have been pupils, and who IL doubt not can 


an instrueter. 


Though severe in discipline, he 
always manifested a tender concern for the im- 
provement of his pupilsin knowledge and vir- 
tue; and many here present are quite ready to 
confess that they owe much to the faith(u! care 
and uowearied diligence of Master Rogers. 


Rogers was Clerk of the town. ‘This fact alone

| ber previous to his death, gave very honorable 
testimony to the power of religion, to sustain the 
soul in the near prospect of leaving this world. 
flis conversations were remarkably sensible, elo- 
quent,and spiritual. ‘This world with him seem- 
ed to have quite lost its interest, and death, its 
sting; aod he was enabled to devotga great share 
of his conversation to his childre Mriends. In 
the agonies of death he seeme rfectly calm, 
and perfectly rational—and would arouse, at in- 
tervals from the lethargy, that was weighi i 
down, and talk to his children and others about 
him, as you might suppose a Christian would talk, 
who perceived himself on the borders of the eter- 
nal world, and who had already approached so 
near, as to feel doubly assured, that all the Bible 
tells of the “ rest, that remaineth to the people of 
Go,”--is a reality. ‘* These,” said he, ‘‘ are se- 
| rious moments—I know not the time of my de- 
parture—I cannot tell whether or not I amin 
the agonies of death—my feclings are such as I 
never had before—I cannot describe them, but I 
know in whom I have believed.” 

He spoke of the necessity of repentance—of 
that godly sorrow which worketh repentance unto 
salvation—of the washing of regeneration and re- 
newing of the Holy Spirit—of that faith which 
purifieth the heart & worketh by love,of that hope 
which maketh not ashamed; which is as an anchor 
tothe soul both sure and stedfast. He poured 
forth in Janguage divinely eloquent, the praises 
of God—the expressions of gratitude for his a- 
bounding goodness, He avewed his firm confti- 
dence in God—his reliance on his mercy through 
the atoning blood of Christ—his confidence in the 
Lord Jesus Christ as the Lord his righteousness 
—nor did he omit to add, * Except a man be born 
again he eannot see the kingdom of God”—and 
| that the only satisfactory evidence a person can 

have of personal interest in the great salvation, 
consists in the evidence he gives that he has for- 
saken his sins and loves God’s commandments. 
He declared that the glorious prospects which his 
faith and hope now opened before him, very far 
exceeded whatever had previously entered his 
heart. The last words that fell from his lips 
were, ‘ Lord, thou knowest all things, thou know- 
est that I love thee.”
